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T HE fiege of Bednore having lafted feven« 
. teen days, a ceffation of arms. took 
place on the twenty-fourth of April, 1783 ; 
and on the twenty-fixth*of the &me month, 
Brigadier General Richard Mathews, Com- 
mander in font of the forces on the Weftern 
fide of India, called'a council of war, who 
: (after deliberating on the fituation Of affairs,) 
came to a refolution of capitulating on the 
following terms,. viz. 
eq B «© That 


(2) 


“e'That the garrifon fhould march out of 
the fort with the honors of war, and pile their 
arms oh the glacis: That all public Mores 
fhould refnain in the fort: That all prifoners, 

--taken fince the fiege began, fhould be deliver- 
ed up: That after being joined by the garri~ 
fons of Cowladroog and Annantpore, (who 
were included in thefe articles,) the whole 
fhould have full liberty to march, unmolefted, 
with all their private property, to Sadafhagur, 
from thence to embark for Bombay: That 

Tippoo Sultaun Nawaub Bahauder fhould 
furnifh a guard to'march with the Englith 
troops, for their protection through the 
country ; which guard fhould be under’ the 
ordets of Brigadier Gencral Mathews: 'That 
Tippoo Sultaun Nawanb Bahander thould 
likewife furnith the Fnglifh woops with a 
plentiful buazaur, and proper conveyances for 
the fick atid wonnded, during their march to 
Sadafhagur: That a gnard of one hundred 
fepoys from the garrifon of Bednore, with 

' their arms and accoutrements, and thirty-fix 
rounds of aramunition, fhould attend Briga« 
dier General Mathews, as a body-guard, du- 

ring 
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ring the march to Sadathagur: And that Tipe 
poo Sultuan Nawaub Behander, for the per- 
formance of the articles on his part, thould 
deliver two hoftages prior to thé garrifon’s 
marching out of the fort.” . 


The capitulation having been figned, the 
hoftages received, and doolies fent for the 
fick, and wounded, the garrifon marghed aut 
of the fort, with the honours of war, on the 
twenty-cighth of April, 1783, and after piling 
their arms on the glacis, were immediately 
efcorted, by a flrong body of the enemy, to 
a tank about half a mile beyand the Onorer 
gate, where the General was informed he 
niuf encamp that night, to which he relydh- 
antly confented, it being his intention to haye 
puwched two miles farther. 


When the whole came up, the enemy fur- 
rounded us ant pofled {entries on gvery fide, 
beyond whom no, perfon was permitted to 
pals. 


The General calling for his body-guerd, 
was informed that the enemy had forcibly 
B taken 
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taken away their arms and ammunition, im» 
mediately on their leaving the fort, and had 
alfo deprived many of the officers of their fide 
arms, 


Lieutenant M’Kenzie, of the roath regi 
ment, (who had a few days before been fhot 
through the body) was forced out of his dooly 
by the cnemy, with their bayonets, as he was 
coming out of the fort, and {cveral others were 
treated in the like cruel manner, 


Captain Facey of the Bombay eflablifhment, 
with fifty fick and wounded, wore: detained 
in the fort till the next morning, with Mr, 
Shields, affiftant-furgeon; by whom we 
were informed, that an Englifhman in thé 
Nawaub’s fervice came up to him, and told 
him he was, extremely forry to find him in 
fuch a fitnation; that he need entertain no 
hopes of getting away, for the Nawanb had 
been forging irons for the garrifon, ever fince 
his arrivak before the place ; and that he him~ 
felf had been taken and ufed in the fame man 
néf, in the Carnatic, after the garrifon had 


capitulated, 
Early 
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Tewly in the morning, while the troops 
were preparing to march, the General receiy~ 
cd a meflage from the Nawanb, defiring to 
fee him, together with Captains Tames and 
Lendrum of the Bombay cfablifiment, and— 
Mr. Charles Stewart, the paymafter: he ag« 
cordingly went, accompanicd by thofe gen- 
tlonen, and took feveral of the officers fer- . 
yants along with him, in hopes of reosvering 
thofe articles of which they had been plun- 
dered: the hoftages, of their own accord, 
likewife accompanied the General, 


Soon after their departure, a good buze 
zaur, furnifhed with a great varicty of pro~ 
vifions and other articles, arrived in camp 3 at 
fhe fame time people came to carry away the 
doolics, out of which they threw the fick 
and wounded in a mofl inhuman manner, 
feizing thofe who had lately faffwred ampu+ 
tation, by the flumps, and left then? ia that 
painful wretched condition upon | the hare 
ground, entitcly expofed to the heat of the 
fun; being afked the cau of fach barbarous 
treatment, the brutes only replied, « They 

had 
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had received orders to make the doolics two 
fect longer.” 


“The thoops bad waited with the greateft 
* impaticnce for the General’s return, till five 
o’clock in the evening, when intelligence was 
received, that the General and the gentlemen 
. who accompanied him, were (immediately, on 
their errival at the Durbar, without being 
admitted into the Nawaub’s prefence) made 


clofe prifoners, 


* At ten o'clock at night we were alarmed 
by the arrival of an additional force of the 
enemy, wher the guards turned out and 
potted double fentries all round us ; their dem 
fign was cafily fen through, though they 
endeavoured to lull our fufpicions with the 
pretext, that thofe guards which had been 
firft placed’ over.us, were a part of Mahomed 
Ally’s troops, who werg going t to be relieved 
in order tp be fent to Mangulore, 


‘The next mofning we perceived the ene~ 


my had {pies in every part of our camp, and 
. emillarice 
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emifldries employed to entice the traops to 
enter into their fervice. 


About ten o'clock a meflage was -reccived 
from the Nawayb, defiring to Know what . 
number of tents we wanted, at the fame time 
informing us we were to remain there fome 
days: the tents we refuled, but a letter, 
figned by all the officers, was written to the” 
Nawaub, requiring him immediately t fulfil 
the terms of capitulation, which letter was 
font to him by Major Fewtrill of the Bom- 
bay eftablifhment (who was ordered, into 
Bednore, with Captain Alfton, commanding 
oflicer of Ilis Majofty’s troops, and Licute« 
tenant Young, Major of Brigade to the Bom 
Bay troops,) but no anfwer was received, 


Barly in the morning ‘of the frll of May, 

a report prevailed that the troops were to be 
plundered of their property, Which We foon 
found to be ytoo trut, “for at ten o'clock the 
buzzaur was taken away, the guards ordered 
pader arms, and all the European officers im- 
mediately font for to the {pot of ground from 
, whence 
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whence the buazaur had been taken, ‘where 
we: were, one by one, plunderéd by the ‘ene 
my, th the moft {candalous manner, of our 
_horfes, ptclangueens, money, plate, watches, 
“valuables, &c, and in fhort of every, article 
-except our, bedding and cloaths, fearching us 
moft minuiely in every part, without the leatl 
regard to decency: the European, foldiers, 
“Black. officers, and fepoys, with their wives 
‘and. children, as alfo all the camp-followérs, 
"were fearched and plundered in. the fame in~ 
decent, infamous manner, and at four o'clock 
~ in the afternoon,were marched under a ftrong 
guard to’ ‘Bednore, : the fick, and wounded be» 
ing ‘left to perifh on sthe ground: fhortly’ af 
-ter; the European officers, with their {ervants, 
were ‘likewile conducted: to Bednore, where 
we were clofely confined in the barracks 
which:bad been formerly occupied .by a bat 
taliah.of oum own fepoys 5: and from’ the’ time 
the villains began: to fearch, and. plunder: us, 
we had"nothing of any kind’ to: cat till twelve 
‘o'clock the next. day,” at which hour ‘they 
brought and delivered to cach perfon,. one 

pice and a feer, ‘of the coarfett rice, ; which 
they oimed us was to be the daily. ‘lowe 
‘ 2 Oe aie 
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‘apee of officers and fervants, indifcrimin- 
ately. eA 


On. the fifth “of the ie more all our fre 
vant, except Gne to cach officer, ‘were talcen 
away, 


On the fixth the fubaltern officers belongs 
ing to Aninantpore were brought prifgners to 
thé barracks, who infofmed us of ‘their ha- 
ving feen the officers of Cowladroog, and the 
garrifone of that place and Annantpore, in 
irons; and alfo, that all the fine young ladg 
of the third and fifteenth. battalions of fepoys, 
were, by orders of the Nawaub, forcibly taken 
away, in otder to be made flayes of, and put 
into-his: Cheelah battalions, 


On the feventh arived Lieutenant Miufon of 
the rooth regiment, and Lieatchant MeKen- 
zie and Barnewell of the Bombdy efablifh- 
ment, the two former gentlemen taken at 
Cundapore # the latter At the’ commencement 
of the fiepé with Captain, Gotlich of the Bom- 
bay eftablifhinent—thefe geittlemen informed 
his they had been in irons f@r fome days, 

c This 
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This day we wrote a letter, figned by wall 
the officers prefent, to Lieutenant Colonel 
De Coffigné, commanding officer of the French 
troops, reprefenting to him, in a fpirited mans 

“ner, the Nawaub’s bafe vivlation of the con~ 
ditions on which Bednore furrendered ; as 
alfo his thameful, cruel condué& towards the 
troops in general; requefting, in the name af 
Fis’ Britannic Majefly, and the Matt India 
compaliy, that he would uf his moft flrei~ 
uous endeavours with the Nawaub, to per- 
fuade him to adhere to the terms of capitula- 
tion; or, if he failed of fuccefs in that point, 
that he would, at leaft, abtain a mitigation af 
fuch unprecedented ufage: we contrived to 
fend this letter by a I'rench offiver who’ had 
been taken prifoner by us during the fiege, and 
had come to the barracks with a furgcon o 
that nation, to return the civilities he had re~ 
ceived from fme of ‘our officers, during his 
confinement: we flattered ourlelves with 
great hoyics of redrefs from this letter, puti- 
cularly as the French officer affagcd us that 
Lieutenant Colonel De Coffigné wig very well 
inclined to exert hitmfelf in our caufe, and, 
gavé us his Word of honour that he wonld, 

; immaediatelyg 
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imptediately wait on the Colonel, and deliver 
hit our letter; but, to our utter aftonifh« 
ment and mortification, we never received an 
anfwer from Licutenant Colonel | De ‘Cofligné ; 
nor did any other of the-#rench officers come. 
near us during our fay in the barracks, or of 
fer us the’fmalleft relief in our diftreffed fitu- 
ation. The chagrin we felt on this occafion, 
helped not a little to increafe the indifpofition 
of many of the officers, who were daily fall 
ing fick of fevers and fluxes, which we could 
only attribute to our wretched food, and the 
putiid Agnch arifing from the neceffary; the 
French furgeons would afford us no affiftance 5 
our own furgeons had it not in their power, 
having been plundered of their inftraments 
and medicines, at the time of the general 
fearch. 


The fame day Doétdr Carmichacl of the 
Bombay eftablifament was fent for, by the 
Nawaub, to vifit Brigadier General Mathews, 
whom he found tntich indifpofed, and by 
whom hpfwas informed, that thé Nawaub 
was endeavouring to intimidate him into a 
Yurrender ot all the forts ig the low country, 

C2 by 
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by threatening to blow him Away frovi, a 
gun, in cafe of his non- ~compliance, 


In the “eveaing, the Nawaub was fo gene-~ 

“tous as to fend us a prefent of thirty-five fmall 

fowls and a few falt-fith, to be divided among 
upwards of eighty oflicers. 


* On the eighth in the morning, the Captaing 
belonging to the gariifon of Cowladroog and 
Annantpore, together with Captain Gotlich, 
(who, as before mentioned, was taken pri- 
foner at the commencement of the fiege) were 
brought under a guard to the barrack:, and 
were fhoitly after removed, with the ref of 
the Captains, Enfign Gifford, Surgeon’s mate 

of the rooth regiment, Lieutenants Barnes 
well and Olivier of the Bombay eflablifhment, 
and Mr, Chick deputy commiffary, to a fepa- 
rate place of €onfinenient, 

On the ninth we were ordered to prepare 
to march, and,were informed wéhhould not 
be allowed coolies to carry our bagrage; we 
therefore packed’ up as much linen as we 
could well carry ‘ourfelves, and giving outl, 


bedding} 
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bedding to our fervants, we all went into the 
firect, except Captain Pyne and Enfign Jenour 
of the 1oad regiment, with Captain lacey, 
Lieutenants Williamifon, aids aid Lea of the 
Bombay eftablifhment, whe were in too det 
perate a fituation, from their wounds, to be 
removed, where we were firfl ftriped of our 
coats, and then chained two and two, by thes 
hands, three of the officers being linked to 
private loldiciss after which, we were a fe~ 
cond time tearched and plundered: we wete 
then fecured in another houfe till about three 
o’clock in the afternoon, when we were led 
through crowds of people, in this ignominious 
manner, (more like criminals going to the 
place of execution, than Britif officers made 
prlfoners, contrary to the rules of war,) to the 
enemy's canp, a fhort diflance beyond the 
Delly-gate, where we heard we were to be 
confined in a ftrong fort, called Chattledroog, 
a) * ‘ 

Tlie enemy, at the time we were leaving 
the barracks gave us an inflance of the treat- 
Ducnt we fiat in future expegt to receive, in 
their behaviour to Ligutenant, Alekander Mac. 


Donald of the Bombay eft blifhment, who 
was 
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was fo extremely ill that he could {careely 
ftand ; he therefore requefted permiffion tq re~ 
main behind with the wounded officers, which 
they obftinately refufed, beating him and drag- 
ing him out by thébeels; but, to the honor 
of the French, we were informed their 
treatment of Lieutenant Lambert of the Bom- 
bay eftablifhment, whom they had taken,,dan~ 
geroufly wounded, at the commencement of 
the fieSe, was full of tendernefs and humanity. 


On the tenth in the morning, as we were 
moving off the ground, cach officer received 
three pice for that day’s fubfiflence: we 
march'd about fifteen miles, and found the 
apprehenfions of yefterday, fully juftified by 
this day’s ufage on the road several of the 
officers who were ill, and much fatigued by 
the intenfe heat of the fun and the want of 
water, attempting to rcft themfelves under a 
tree, were deat, in a moft unmerciful manner, 
by the ehemy, with {words and fticks, while 
others were driven on with the Nuts of their 
firelocks,” {pit upon, and abufed inshe groftett 
manner: whenerer we approached 3 town of 
village, four or five men were advanced iy 


frat 
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front, with horns and tom-toms, that the in- 
habitants might (by their difcordant mnufic) be 
ed together, to gaze at us as we pafl 
gh. We proceeded on, int this miferable 
condition, each day bringing a renewal of 
our fufferings, till our arrival at, Simoga, (a fort 
on the banks of a river, fixty miles caftward 
ef Bednore,) our allowance having been increa~, 
fed to one fanam cach, per day, and coolics’ 
furnifhed to carry our bedding and cluaths, 
whenover the commanding officer of the cf 
cort thought proper to procure them. As we 
were to halt here one day, we fondly expected 
fome little indulgences, efpecially for thofe 
gendemen who were ill; but our inhuman ce» 
nemy, as if delighted with every fre(h oppor~ 
tunity of augmenting our aftlictions, when 
entreated to afford fome afliflance to Lieutenant 
Fireworker Welt, of the Bombay eftablifh- 
ment, 3nd Serjeant Dobbins of the road. 
Regiment, who had been ftruck with the fun, 
owing to our long and fevere “marches, abfo. 
Jutely refuted it, fying, “ they were only 
drank,” re fecmed to exult in thei mifery, 
Hthough he one was quite fpeechlefs and the 
other raving mad; nor were they frtisfied with 
this 
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this, but even extended their brutith infules 
to thé: lifelefs. body of Lieutenant Waugh .of 
“the Bombay eftablifhment, whofe degth was 
“evidently: haftencd by the injuries he ¢had re- 
ceived upon ‘the Toad... On che fourtetnth we 
had the misfortune-to lofe Licutenant Clements 
‘of the Bombay eftablifhment, who, on his 
departure from Beduore, was in’ perfec: good 
¢health, but on the laft.day’s march received a 
fever€ ftroke of the fun, of which he died, 
chained to-Enfign Gilkie of the fame eftablifh- 
ment, who remained.in that fituation. feveral 
fiowrs, tat 


In the evening, Lieutenant Sutton of the 
Bombay . -eftablithment was feized. with: the 
cramp.and {paling i in-his fomach, and by his 
violent contortions ; gave great pain. to. Lieutes 
nant. Reddie of the “fame eftablifhment, wha 
was hand-cyfted. to Rim, and in great dauger 
of having bis atm. broke; andwho; for untivet- 
ing the frons, though he had permiffion from 
one of the eftort {0 t0 to, we immediately 
taken toa tree and threatened toNbe hanged, , 
for which purpote ropes were prepared, anc: 
the Jemmahdaur j informed us he had receive|d. 


onde 
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orders from the Nawaub to hang every one - 
who should even attempt to free himfelf from, 
his fexters ; but, on a fubmiflive reprefentati- 
on of. the bufinefs, Lieutenant. Reddié was fo 
far iadulged, as ‘to efcape only with a few 
‘lathes: we again made application “for ‘affif 
tance to Lieutenant Sutton, to which we re~ 
ceived the following fanguinary reply, mingled 
with a large thare of Baftern abufe; « ct him 
dié,'and when he is dead: we'll drag | hit out 
of the camp by his heels ;” however, by the 
-gnerciful hand of Providence he recovered in a 
few hours, 


About ten o’Clock at night came on a moft 
violent thunder-{torm which-lafted fome hours, 
and having ‘no, kind of ‘thelter: from the rain, 
we all f{uffered: exceedingly, patticularly the, 
fick, whofe diforders were much increaled by 
it: fome-ofthe gentlemen who were troubled 
with fevere fluxes and agues, heing*much afm 
‘feéted by the rain and raw cold wind, went 
tofome fires, dade by the guard after the ftorm 
had ceafedyin order to warm themé€lves, but 
were foorf given to underftand that it was foo 
great an indylgence for Britith Officers to cn« 

joy» 
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joy, being inflantly drove away by the cnemy, 
with the buts of their firelocks. 


We left this place on the ee tne 

- fifteenth, and after a fhort much, arrtved at 
Holly Honoor, (a fort fituated on the caf. 
bank of a rapid tiver) and, for the fir time 
fince we began our march, were brought un- 
der cover. ‘ 


As Enfign Cadogan of the Bombay ¢flab- 
lithment, who was extremely ill, was comiag 
into the fort, and endeavouring to fhift his po» 
flure in the quilt in which he was carticd, re 
ceived a blow on the head from one of the 
coolies, and dicd a fhort time afterwards; 
he was, in like manner with the former de» 
ceafed officers, ftriped of every article, and, 
in that naked ftate, thrown into a hole by 
the fide of he river, without faflcring ns to 
pay our laft duty to the corpf, As we Ap™ 
proached the defined place of confinement, 
our efcort began tq relax‘a littlon their feyen 
rity, fupplying bullocks to fomegf the fiuk 
fo,ride on, (for the ufo of which wegave pare 
of the few cloaths we had with us,) hy flow 

muaiches 
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we arrived on the twenty-firft of May, 
1784, at Chettledroog, a Qrong and almofl 
impcitetrable fortrefs, irregulaly built on 
the end of a ridge of hills, rifing in a fat 
country, 128  nijles eaflward of Bed-~ 
nore. Hese we were led in triumph to a 
flreet leading to the Durbar, where we 
were detained, furrounded by crowds of 
people, till four o'clock in the afternodn, 
at which hour all the fervants, (except one 
to every five officers) were taken away ; 
they then feparated us into two parties, 
and marched us up, through ten very 
{lrong gateways, to the top of one of the 
higheft hills, and there clofely confined 
ug in two feparate houfes:; and after hav~ 
ing a third time marched and plundered 
us, our hand-cuffs were knocked off, and 
irons put npon our legs. Late in the even- 
ing (having had gothing to cat thee whole 
day,) they brought us fomevrice, With 
wood and water to drefs it, and next morn= 
ing we wae ordered to deliver up all our 
knives ata papers, but were permitted to 
keep a few books which fome of the offi- 

Da ce is 
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gers had brought with them; they then 
furnithed us with an hand-mill for the 
purpofe of grinding rice, which aftefwatds 
became our chief employment; about ten 
o'clock a Brahmin came up, and deliver« 
ed to each perfon one ‘tees of the coarfeft 
tice and two pice, with wood fiflicicnt to 
caok our viduals, which he told us was 
torbe our daily allowance: our fervants 
were allowed, each, only onepiccaday: we 
were alfo furnifhed with a buzzaur, pretty 
well fupplied with covery article. except 
butchers meat, We were at this time con- 
fined chtirely to the houfe, but informed 
that a neceffary was building in the outer 
yatd, to which, when finithed, we fhould 
be permitted to go. On the twenty-ninth, 
the neceflary being completed, two gentle- 
mén at atime, were permitted to go into 
the outer"yard, a finall area furrounded by 
a high wall, 


On the fourth of June,"we fent our 

compliments to Dowlat Bhance, the Jem-~ 
\ 

mahdaur 
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mahdanr of the province, acquainting him 
it was out king’s birth-day, and, on that 
account, requefting we might be allowed 
fome ment; in confequence of this appli- 
cation, out of his great generofity, he 
ordered a fmall lean fheep to be fent up, 
for whch we paid a moft exorbitant 
price, and which was but of little fervice 
tous, who were now, forty in number 


On the eighth, the wood (which had 
hitherto been daily ferved out to us) was 
flopped, nor would the enemy fupply us 
with more until we confented to pay for 
it, which additional expence deprived us 
of half our paltry daily allowance. 


Qn application being made for medi» 
cines for the fick, we were mformed, 
“that the ftricteft orders had beef iffued 
not to fupply us with any, that we had 
not come there to live, and that the Na- 
waub would be very happy to hear we 


were all bead 3” thofe gentlemen»who were 
ill, 
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il, appeared from this cireumftance, to 
defpond exceedingly, feeing no profpeét 
of recovery, except from the efforts of 
nature; thas unhappily fitaated, we ufed 
every means to procure fome medicines, 
but all in vain ; for the fentries (to whom. 
we applied) told us they would willingly 
bring us fome, provided they could do it 
with fafety, but that were they dete&cd, 
they would forfeit their cars and nofes, 


On the thitteenth, three women who 
were confined with us, were decoyed out 
by a report of fome fine falt-fish boing in 
the buzzaur ; on their going out, the doors 
of our prifon were immediately fhut, and 
foon after we were alarmed with horrid 
fhrieks, and the crics of murder, and 
could plainly heaf the women call upon 
us for affiftance ; but, as it was totally out 
of dur power to afford them any,, we 
could only deploie their fituation in anxi~ 
ous fiffpence, not knowing what might 
be their fates however, an houdhad not 

elapfed, 


So ae, 
elupfed, before our apprchenfions were 
agreeably telieved by their fafe return, 
when they informed us s they had been'very 
roughly handled. and narrowly fearched, 
and that a few pagodas (which they had 


found means to conceal) had heen taken 
from them. 


On the fifteenth, we were deprived"of 
the buzzaur, nothing being brought for 
fale but four milk, falt, chillies, tamarinds, 
and tobacco, About midnight, Serjeant 
Dobbins of the road regiment (who had 
been ill of a fever fome days,) departed 
this life 5 and when the. doors of the pri- 
fon were opened in the morning, we made 
the Wardee Wallah acquainted with the 
circunstance, and requefled the corple 
might be immediately taken dway and 
decently intered, for we feared the patiid 
ftench that arofe frgm it, might oceafion 
foe in wetions diftemper 3 but, inflgad of 
complying with our requefl, he told us 
we maff dig a grave in th prifon and 

bury 
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bury him there; we then reprefented to 
him the offenfive inconvenience of fuch a 
meafure, as likewife the impoflihility of 
doing it, having no tools for the purpole 5 
to which he replied, dig it with your 
nails ;” however, after many humble en- 
treaties -we at Jaft gained our point, and 
the funeral fervice havinp been read; the 
cérpfe was tied up in a mat, and carried 
out of the prifon by our fervants, after 
whieh, the enemy tied 9 rope about the 
neck and took it away. 


On the twentieth, they deprived us of 
the four milk, fo that we had then nothing 
to fubfift on but rice alone, without any 
other vehicle than water to carry it dawn ; 
pncertain how this dict might agree with 
ns, and feveral of the officers being fick, 
and | deftitute of medicines, aur fituation 
became wretched, and our profpects dread 
ful, from a belief that the torft was yet 
to come; and their taking se a few 


quions, (which one of the genilimen had 
referyed 
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feferved from the time of out being de- 
prived of the buzzaur, jufl as they were 
going to be boiled, ferved to confirm our 
fufpicions, Our neceffary began st this 
time to be very offentive, for thofe who 
were ill were unable to go to the outfide 
nécelary, nor were any of us faffered to 
go t6 it, from fun-fet to fun-rife, for 
during that time, the doors of out prifon 
were fafl locked. Our cook+toom, as 
well as the neceffary, was in the prifon, 
on one fide, we therefore laboured under 
another difagrecable inconvenience from 
being in a continual fmoke the greateft 
part of the day, while immenfe {warms 
of rats) bugs; fleas, and other kinds of 
vermine conftantly dikurbed our nightly 
reft, 


The daily infults we received fram our 
emel, tyrannical enemy, joined the’reft 
of oli treatment, whfen compared with 
our former ‘fituations in life, at times,\de- 
prefled oyr {pirits and hurt our feelings f 
much, that words cannot do juftice to 

E our 
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ott fufferings; but, on reflection, recol- 
leéting we were Britons, and how fhame~ 
ful it was to yield to gloomy defpair, we 
refumed our ufual gaicty of mind, deter~ 
miined by the help of Providence, to fure 
mount every difficulty, in hopes of fy prune 
revenge, ° 


‘On the twenty-ninth died, Lieutenant 
Williqin Paterfon of the road. regiments 
when the enemy came in before his body 
was cold, and, vulture-like, feized upon 
the few remaining things belonging te 
to him, threatening to punith with rigour 
thofe gentlemen who should attempt tq 
conceal any part of them; after permitting 
us to read the funeral fervice, the corpte 
was removed, 


‘We pow became exceedingly anxious to 
leara the fieuation of alfiirs, and punétu~ 
ned every night tothe converfa- 
tion/F the guard, from whom we hoped 
to gather foe intelligence, and, were not 
difappainted ; for we were frequently gra- 

tified

tified with the moft flattering and plaufible 
accounts of our fuccefles againfl the Naw 
waub, which accounts were fomelimes 
confirmed, and at other times contradi@= 
ed by the fentries with whom we had fre- 
qugut opportunities of converfing during 
the dhy ; we queftioned them concerning 
our Muropeans and f:poys, who were con- 
fined in the fort, and they told us that the 
former were treated in the fame manner 
as ourfelves, but that the latter, with our 
fervants, were only allowed one feer of 
raugey (which is the worfl grain in the 
country,) and one pice cach per day ; that 
they werg employed daring the day, -to 
work as coolics, carrying flones, mud, 
and chunam, for ereéting, and repairing 
the enemy’s works, and that in the evan- 
ing, after they had finithed their labour, 
they were confingd jn prifon, with irons 
upon, their legs, and their hands 
hind themytthey further infornit 
that ‘our fepoys had been frequently afked 
to entery into the enemy's deryice, fand 

Ra threatdned 
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threatened to be hanged, in cafe they ro~ 
fafed to do fo, being tald at the fame time, 
that all the European officers had taken 
fervice; but that our fepoys diftegarted 
their threats, and told them with a frm 
refolution, that not aman of them would 
enter, that they would fooner die working 
ascoolies, and that they well knew none.of 
the European officers had taken, ar would 
take fervice ; this pleafing news of tho for 
titude and fidelity of our brave fepoys, 
who were labouring under fueh cruel hard 
fhips, gave us the utmolt fatisfaction, and 
confiderably lightened the burden of our 
own fufferings. ; 


On the third pf July, Doctor Carmi« 
chael of tie Bombay eflablithment, had his 
irons, taken. off, and was conducted below 
to vifit Mowlat Bhaneg, the fen mmiahdatr, 
who vas fuddenly taken ill;"the doctor 
retuiped in the evening, and tafor med us 
that after prefcribing for him he § gave hin 
a mofl excellent dinner, and nude him an 

offer 
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offer of remaining in a hoafe, below, 
which he declined: Dowlat Bhauee alfy 
promifed the Door, that he fhould not 
again be put in jrons, which was invari- 
ably adhered to, 


‘On the cleventh of this month, died 
Lieutenant Auchinleck of the Company’s 
troops; he had been long ill of a flex, 
and tho’ frequent applications were madg 
to haye his trons taken off, thofe worfe 
than brutes would not confent to it; 
but, about an hour before his death, they 
‘brought up a blackfinith, and, though 
ftrongly folicited not to difturb him in his 
laft moments, they pofitively infiled on 
knocking off his irons, which they effeCle 
ed with great pain to the poor dying man. 


a 
On the feventh of Auguft, having been 
told by the {entries that a Mhatygta army 
with a dateciiment of Englifh troops was 
approaching Chettledroog, our fpirits were 
much ekited, as we could not avoid giving 
fome 
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fome credit to the report, fiom the cire 
cumftance of fame phithe principal men 
belonging to the government coming up, 
‘and enquiting whether any of us andere 
ftood the nature of themortars, or how to 
cut fuzes, of which we all difuhimed-ha~ 
ving any’ knowledge; they theu cHed out 
five officers, to whom they sfftice confi 
derable commands in the Nawanh’s fer~ 
vico, as alfo to the reft of us, provided we 
would enter; byt their offers were of 
courte rejected with difdain, 


On the twenty-feventh, our daily al- 
lowance was augmented to three pice 
each, and we were informed that a cut» 
fation of arms had taken place between 
the Eaft, India, company and 'Lippo Sul. 
tan Nawanb Bahander, that peace was

actually ox foot, and that the Burrah Mire 
: emai iniey 
would/be fent by the’ JemmAkgaur to ac~ 
quaiit us with it; we waited impatient» 
ly a capficmation of this joyful news, 
till five o'clock in the evening, when the 
Burrah _ 
~~ 
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Burrah Mire made his appearance, and 
acquainted us, in iaxery formal manner, 
that peace wis condluded between the 
aforefaid belligesent powers; that in the 
mean time we fhould have a buzzaur, and 
requelted to know all our wants. 


We were deluded into a firm belief of 
this intelligence for five days, but on the 
fir. of September were undeceived, by 
the buzzaur being taken away, and the 
additional pice flruck off: upon making 
enquiry into the caufe of this fudden 
change, we were told that the Burrah 
Mire would fatisfy us on that heads but 
as he did not, at that time, pay us another 
vilit, we concluded at was only a pretext 
calculated to ferve fome particular ‘pur- 
pole. 


On the fifth of O€tober, on daily’ fub- 
fifkence was again’ aligmented td_three 
pice, each, aud the following day a*buz- 
zaur was fent to us, in which was ‘thee, 

choll, 
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dholl, fagar, wheat-flower, mufiulay, 
tobacco, limes, and vegetables, 


On the twentieth, the Burrah Mire a 
fecond time made his appearance, and we 
were in great expectation of receiving 
agreeable intelligence ; but his errand was 
only to enquire whether any of us under~ 
food the method of making mufket-ilints, 
paper, of black lead-pencils, offering great 
rewards to any perfon who would inftruct 
him in thofe arts, 


‘On the fifth of November we had the 
misfortune to lofe Doctor Carmichael of 
the Bombay eflablifhment, who had been 
ill for a confiderable length of time, aid 
whofe death was much lamented by every 
gentleman in the prifon, 


Though-we found the’weather in genc~ 
ral mil4er than one the foa-giaty “Mn the 
monfson not near fy violent, Pet our pri- 
fon {was not proof againft the rain which 

came 
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dame through moft parts of the roof, and 
oceafioned a dampixefs that brought cn a 
flow fever, of which number of us werd 
at this time ill. 


On the fourth of December our fer- 
vants, as they went to draw water; for the 
firft time had an opportunity of {peaking 
to thofe attending upon the geritlemen ih 
the other prifon, from whom we had the 
fatisfaction to hear that they all enjoyed 
good health, and had only loft, daring 
their confinement, Mr. Brown, Quarter» 
miafler of the 1ooth regiment, Enfign 
Bateman of the Bombay eftablifhment, 
and a private foldicr of the ninety-cighth 
regiment. 


At different periods wo experienced va- 
rious kinds of treatment, fometimes meet+ 
ing with lef fleverity than at others :"we 
had ain’ inftange of thetr lenity on Ghritt- 
mas-day, when the buzzaur-man was di- 


rected to bring for fale abundance of fruit, 
ir * fweet- 


t 
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fweetmeats, and vegetables, together with, 
fome fheep, two of which were purcha~ 
fed by fome of the,gentlemen, who had 
faved money out of their daily allowance, 


for that purpole. 


On the third of January, 1784, died) 
much regretted, Lieutenant Drew of the 
Bombay eftablifhment, after a painful, 
lingering illncfs, 


Having the curiofity to enquire how 
they difpofed of the bodies of the deceat- 
ed, we were aflured by different people, 
that they were thrown over a precipice 
into an aby(, there to be devoured by the 
tygers and vultures. , 


On the tenth, butchers meat was allow~ 
ed to pe brought into the buzzaur, and 
foldein fiwall quantities, “in kommon with 
other pfticles. ,

Our treatment was now much better 
than heretofore» we wanted for nothing 
that we could, with our (mall allowance, 
afford to purchafe, and as many as chofe 
were permitted to go to the outer yard, 
from fan-rife to fun-fet, From this great 
alteration in the behaviour of the enemy, 
as alfo from their repeated affurances that 
peace was concluded, we were led to -be« 
lieve that the happy day would foon ar- 
rivey when we fhould be freed of our 
hackles, and once more enjoy the liberty 
of Britons. 


On the tenth of February died Liente- 
nant Hugh Moore, of the g8th regiment, 
who, fome days before his death, had 
been indulged with a room to himfelf, in 
‘x houfe in the outer yard, which, after 
his deceafe we were permitted *to occupy 


during the a 
We were now pofitively affured ‘that 


peace was concluded, and that all the pri~ 
- LF 3 , foners

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foners would be releafud in a few daya, 
which happy period wo’ aixioufly waited 
for; but, having been fo often deceived, 
we much fufpected the truth of this in- 
telligence, notwithflanding the indulgent 
behaviour of the enemy; however, on the 
twenty-third of March, all our Uoubts 
were cleared up, for early in the morning 
the Wurdy-Wollah brought up feveral 
black(miths, and informed us that he had 
received orders from Dowlat Bhauce, to 
knock off all our irons, and to acquaint us 
that peace. was concluded, and that we 
were to be releafed in a day or two, 


The emotion we felt on receiving this joy~ 
ful and moft welcome news, joined to the 
pleafing fenfation of having our legs at lis 
berty, no pen can deferibe ; fora while, no» 
thing bat rejoicings and congratulations 

‘ were-heard-re-echoing fio very part of 
the prifon. 


After 
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After we were freed from our fetters, 
we remained two days to get the proper 
ufe of our limbs; and on the twenty-fifth 
in the morning we bid adieu to our jail, 
and were conducted to an open {pace of 
grounds jaft without the prifon, wher: we 
had nge waited long, when we, ata di- 
ee difcovered our brother-oflicers, 
wha hadsbeen feparated from us on our 
arrival at Chettledroog, and fuch was our 
eagernefs to meet, that the fixed bayonets 
of the guard could not prevent our running 
feveral yards to embrace each other: this 
was a period of blifs, of which the fir 
monarch in the world might juftly have 
envied us: we were fo drowned in joy, 
that for a while we forgot we were {till in 
the hands of the enemy, but were foon re~ 
covered from our trance, by receiying or 
dets to proceed below, which wapladly 
obeyed, and about ten o'clock arrived at 
the Kutchery;where we had the incxpref- 
fible pleafure of meeting with Melt. Gor- 
don and Brunton (two Lieutenants of the

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Madrafs cflablifhment, who had been ta~ 
ken prifoncrs fome years before) and of 
feeing many other of our fellow fufferers, 
both Europeans and fepoys, bat were nat 
permitted to converfs, snuch wiih the lat. 
ter, 


Our fervants, who had been = from 
ws on our arrival at Chettledropé,? were 
delivered oyer to us, from whbm guthed 
tears of joy at the fight of their mafters, 
We had not been long there, when a very 
unpleafing fight was prefented to our view, 
which was nothing Jofs than feveral bafkets 
of hand-cuffs, for the purpofé of again 
linking us two and two; but on making » 
forcible reprefentation to Dowlat Uhause, 
and on figning a paper, wherein we give 
our paroles of hqnour for ayr own good bem 
haviour, and pound oyrfelves anfwerable 
for that of the troops, he relinquifhed his 
intention of making. us fuffer that horrid 
jgbominous punifhment : bit we were not 


fo fuccefsful in our Rrenuous application 
‘ : 
in 
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in behalf of our brave, faithful foldiers, 
for they poor fellows, were obliged to en~ 
dure that cruel penalty? 7

Having been told by si fervants, that. 
feveral of our flave“boys had, been taken 
out of ghe prifon, in which they were all 
conf toyether, and carried “away on 
the gw erwin of this month ; we demand- 

wk be given up to us, but met with 
no other fatisfaction than being told they 
were all dead. As moft of the officers and 
men were nearly naked, and all of us in 
want of {hoes, we made an application for 
a fam of money to be advanced us, on the 
honourable company’s account 5 and were 
informed by Dowlat Bhauee, that a Buck- 
fhy would be fent with us, who would 
fupply us with every thing we could with 
for. 


Having bien” detained in the Kutche-~ 
ry till four o'clock ih ‘the afternoon, we 
all marched at that hour, to the buryin 

pound 
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ground, about one mile and an half diflanee 
from the fort. As foon as we halted, we 
all.afeerhles, together and related to each 
other gur fufferings, and, on comparing 
notes, found that thé Oficers who had been 
feparated from us, were ufed in evity ref> 
pect in the fame manner as ourselves. 
Meffts, Gordon and Brunton had ely 
been confined at Sarrin gapatam, witicre tliey 
were treated tolerably well, and for the 
firtt fix months were not in irons : about 
twenty months before our arrival at Chettle» 
droog, they were removed (with feveral Fu- 
ropean foldiers taken with Lieut. Colonel 
Bailie) to that fort where they were at firft 
ufed remarkably well, having meat and 
liquor daily ferved out to them, exclufive 
of their allowance, of rice and pice, and 
were befides fupplied with a plentiful buz~ 
zaur , the capture of Bedworescanfed fome 
alteration in their treatment for the worfe 3 
but nothing very material took place, till 
thofe gentlemen were detected in a corret’s. 
pondence with Lord Macartney, (Governor 
of Madrafs) and in endeavouring to fend a 

letter 
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letter to uss in conte of this dif. 
covery, they were con ined by y them 
felyes in a very fimall dark yoai,tig< ig dove" 
of which was only fulfeced’ “to romain as, 
pen orf hour during the day ; irons were 
put on,their hands as well as their legs ; 
they: ‘ere fed on the {weepings of the 
ran, ebyirecchoule, being only allowed one* 
feer, each, of that grain per day ; were 
deprived of the buzzaur, and in every ref- 
peck treated with the‘utmoft rigour, for 
fome months, till the ceffation of arms 
took place; at which time their irons 
were taken off; the doot of their prifon 
k@pt open all day, and ever after ufed in 
the fame mariner as we were, 


We learned, from our fervants,» that 
what we heard from the guard in the 
G beginning 
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beginning of July! regarding our Euro» 
pean fepoys, wasittrielly true. 
rere ft POG te 

Othe ees shaving received 
6 allowance of Neb ur pice for the pre~ 
ceding day, we afked for fome vittuals, 
and fome hours after, a feer of rite and 
pne pice was delivered to cach péxton 5 
wwe were amazed at, and did hot know 
how to account for the reduction of our 
pittance ; for, as peace was concluded, 
we naturally imagined our allowance 
would rather have been angmented than 
curtailed ; but on making enquiry into 
the caufe, were told that the commit 
fioners from Madras, employed in ne~ 
gociating the treaty, had flipulated na 
kind of provifion for us, and that the 
Nawaub had fent orders! to furnifh us 


with 
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gence. from a fepoy (who had former! 
been in the Englith fervice) that Dowlat 
Bhauze had kept fifteen of our drum- 
merg and flave-boys, and confined them, 
in’a houte elofe to where he lived allo, 
that the Jemmahdaur had detained ten 
European foldicrs, and twenty-three fe- 
poys, whom he {eparately confined in 
different parts of the fort, and had giv- 
en out that they were dead.

“This day and the twenty-feventh, 
feveral paitics of our European foldiers 
and iepoys, from various partss of the 
country, joined us; and as foon as they 
could get aw opportynjty, many of them 
{hewed theit gratitude and generofity,

which they had ofatsived to fave when

As feveral officers obtained permiflion 


to vifit theirmen, we learned that the 
Europeans had been better ufed than we 
vwere, except at one place, where,/hiy- 
ing only a feer of rauggy, and one pice 
to fubfift on, they gave part of that al- 
lowance for pieces of dried fheep-flins, 
which, being their ufual food, fluxed 
them fo much, that out of two hundred 
and thirty, only one hundred and thir» 
teen furvived; and the enemy were fo 
rigid as not cven to allow them to wath 
their hands and faces, or comb their 
hair, fot the {pace of four months, 


Our fepoys were gqually oppreffed in 
every prifon, all of them ‘having been 
employed 
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employed as cooligs/ carrying mud, 
flones, and Rica whole time of 
their confinemeni, with ng other. allow, ma 
ance than one {eer of rauggy, and gone 
pice to each, and. having been daily’p a 
nifhed with ftripes, and threaténéitts 
hanged for refufing to enter into the 
Nawaub’s fervice, this hard uf age 
proved the death of numbers, 


One circumftance, with which we 
were made acquainted by fome of the 
European foldiers, fo much redounds to 
the honour of the fepoys, that it can- 
not pafs unnoticed : 


In fome of the prifons, where the 
Europeans and fepoys were confined to~ 
gether, the, latter faved money out of 
their daily allowance, and purcltafed 

meat 
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meat for the aid at the fame tine 
telling them, they well knew the cul- 
‘pe of” Eurdpens, and that they could 
not de without it: alfo, when on their 
march, they, would not fuffer the Eu- 
ropeans to carry their knapfacks s but 
the fepoys took them and carried them 
theméelves, telling the Europeans, they 
.were better able to bear the heat of the 
fan than they were, the climate being 
natural.to them. 


On the twenty-eighth, doolies having 
been provided for the fick, we commen» 
ced our march (guarded by an efcort of 
fixty cavalry, and five hundred infans* 
try, under the immediate command of 
Meer Bugkthy) for Ofcottah, a fort 
laying fxtcen miles eaftward of Banga» 
lore,’ and fixty miles diftant from the

pats into the: Carnatigs where, as Dow+ 
lat Bhauce informed ws, all the prifon- 
ars were to be colleéted, and where, wer 
fhould meet fome of our own gentle: 
men, {ent from Madras, provided wish 
money and every other, article requifite 
for our reception, 


‘The coolies were only four feet long, 
and in every refpeét fo bad and incom- 
modious, that no perfon who, could 
poflibly craw], would accept of one. 


Prior to our quitting the burying~ 
ground, we obtained a promife to march 
“at what hour we chofe; but that pro~ 
mife was not adhered to, for we feldom 
ar ever decamped before fun-rfe.

During 
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During the a ch, and after we 
halted, the guards were very particular 
upkeeping thg feveral pat ties feparate ; 
but the Buckthy was fo good as tu al~ 
Jow many.of the Europeans to take, off 
their jrons, 


We had made but few marches be- 
fore we found that rice alone had not 
faflicient nourifhment in it to fupport us 
under the fatigue of conftant marching 
in the heat of the fun; we therefore 
made a propofal to the buzzaur-man to 
fupply us with the mere neceffaries of 
of life out of his fhop, at the rate of 
four pagodas for one, to be paid him on 
our arrival at Ofcottah, to which, after 
much enteeaty, he, feemingly, with re 
lu&ance? confented ; but he exacted fach 
an extravagant price for every article, 

" that 
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that we did not receiye more than the 
value of half a rupee for every four pay 
godas; however, that was 4 mattegeaf> 
very little confideration, when put, in 
competition with the preferyation of 
our lives, 


Nothing farther material happened 
till aur arrival at Seerahghungy, on the 
eighth of April, when the Buckfhy in» 
formed us, he expected one of the Com. 
miffioners would overtake us that night, 
as he had heard he was very near; and 
the next morning, before the rear had 
marched off the ground, Mr. Sadlier, 
(4 Counfellor at Madras, and one of the 
Commiflioners) and Enfign Fomblong 
of that eflablifhment, overtook ys; the 
fight of thofe gentlemen made our heart 
leap with joy, for nothing could be more

agreeable to us, at that time, than mech. 
jing with fome of our countrymen. 


Thole gentlemen who were in the 
rear, were very cordially received by 
Mr. Fomblong ; but Mr. Sadlicr’s ben 
haviour was not quite fo pleating ; that 
gentleman, when requeited by one of 
our officers to uf his endeavours with: 
the Buelthy to get all the men taken 
out of irons, replied, * The fituation the 
troops were then in, was the beft and 
fecureft method of marching them.” 


. Another officer reprefented to Mr, 
Sadlicr, the many diflrefies of the ofli- 
cers and men, and particularly mention» 
od theig, being ‘bare-footed, as alfo the 
neceflity we were reduced, to, of pur 
shafing the mere peceflarics ef life from

fe the 
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the buzzaur-man, at fuch an exhorbi+ 
tant interefts in anfwer to which, Mr. 
Sadlier told him he could give us 119, 
affiflance; and, afked him how we’ in« 
tended to difcharge the buzzaur-debt 5 
then immediately turning to another 
officer, with the cooleft indifference, 
afked him what corps he belonged to? 
Che gentleman who addreffed Mr, Sad 
lier was fo aflonithed at thofe words, 
and his behaviour, that he could Jake 
him no reply, but took his leave i in fi- 


lent amazement, : 


This extraordinary hehaviour of Mr. 
Sadlicr, hurt our feelings more fenfibly 
than any thing we had hitherto cxpe- 
rienced: fuch treatment fromt ghe ene+ 
my might have been cxpedcled ; but to 
receive it from one, of our own country= 

‘ Ila men, 
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nien, and from the fir perfon too wha 
was eye-witnels of our diflrefs, was 
“éruel beyond meafure. 


Had this gentleman’s humanity been 
as eminent as his want of it, our mi+ 
fortunes might by his means, have béen 
alleviated in fome degree. 


” 


After a fhort fay, Mr. Sadlier and 
Enfign Fomblong, proceeded ‘on their 
way to Bangalore; the former gentle- 
man leaving us a prefent of fix bottles 
and an half of various forts of liquors, 
which our fituation would not allow ug 
to refufe, as we concluded it might be 
of fervice to fome of thofe gentlemen 
who were fick, 


On 
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On the twelfth, having loft, by death, 
only two Europeans, we arrived at Of- 
cottah, where we found Lieutenant 
Dallas’ of the'Madras cavalry, -with a 
detachment of that corps and two com 
panies of fepoys, appointed by the com- 
miffioners to receive the prifoners + this 
gentletnan’s behaviour was widely dif- 
ferent from Mr, Sadlier's; the contraft 
was a very pleafing one, for Mr. Dallas 
came to usin the evening, (accompa- 
nied by Licutenant Mc.Allifler and 
Cornet Lennard of the Madras cavalry) 
and with the moft friendly good-naturo 
told us all the news, and offered every 
affiftance he was able to afford us. 


On the thirteenth ‘arrived, another 
party of prifongrs, whom the commif+ 
fioners had colledled on their march 

‘ from 
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ed: Each officer received two pagodis, 
each failor ane pagoda and an half, and 
each foldier one pagoda, the fepoys did 
not receive any till fome days after, 
when they each fhared gne rupee and 
an half, 


Each of the officers alfo received 4 
Hat, a pair of fhoes, four pair of ftocky 
ings, and a fufficient quantity of broad 
cloth for one coat, thefe articles having 
been (Ent up by the government of Mad~ 
TAQ. ‘ 


On the fifteenth arrived the Ma-~ 
dras prifoners from Saringapatam and, 
Bangalore, who (having received fre~ 
quent fupplies of cafh from Madras, and 
been bettor treated while in confinement, 
than. the officers taken at Bednore) had 

it 
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itin their power to fupply us with feve- 
ral articles we ftood much in need of, 
which many of ‘them gladly did in the 
mott friendly manner, fharing their 
cloaths and money with us. 


All the prifoners (in number, about 
one ‘hundred and eighty officers, nine 
hundred European foldiers and frilorg,” 
and fixteen hundred fepoys, Befides fome 
hundreds of fervants of different occupa- 
tions) were now mef together, and on 
recounting to cach other our feveral mif> 
fortunes, the following intelligence was 
collected, viz, 


«That at Bednore the officers left 
wounded there, were ufed much better 
than at any other place, having» beon 
allowed to keep all their cloaths, doolics, 

: 7 cotis, 
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cotts, chairs, tables, knives, forks, &c. 
were befides indulged with the free ule 

of pen, ink, and paper; a certain part 
of the rampart, including two towers, 
was alfo allotted for them to range about 
in; their fervants were permitted to go 
into the buazaur to purchale whatever 

z they chofe to fend for, but their daily al~ 
Towance was only one feer of rice, and one 
pice to each; when they recovered of 
their wounds (having been allowed a 
French furgeon to attend them) they 
were nat put in irons. 


‘That Enfign Manly, of the Bombay 
eflablifhment, who had been taken ih a 
dally at Mangulore, was fent to Bednore, 
and there cofifined in the fume prifon 7 
with-fome fepoys, upon no other allow~ 

ance 
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ance than a feer of rauggy, and one pice 
per day. 
That the officers who were fent to 
;Darwanr, (a fort near Goa) were confi- 
ned with the private men, upon the 
fame allowance as we were, but were 
afterwards removed to Simoga, where 
they were kept on a {cer of srauggy and 
one pice, and their irons were fixed in 
fuch a manner, with a ftraight bay be- 
tween their legs, that they could neither 
contract or expand them. 


, That the officers confined at Saringa- 
patam, were allowed, each, a golden fa~ 
nam per day, with which they were at 
hberty to purchafe whatever they want- 


gd, 
Ta That 
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hat thofe gentlemen who was con» 
fined at Bangalore, were daily allowed 
the fame as ourfelves, but clandcftincly 
received frequent fupplies of cath from 
Madras, with which they were permil~ 
ed to purchafe every article they wanted, 
and latterly were allowed to vifit each 
sother in their different prifons,

That the private Europeans alfo te- 
ceived different treatment in the various 
parts of the country where they were 
imprifoned, fome meeting with tolera- 
ble ufage, while others were treated 
worfe than brutes, . 


That the fepoys, as before mentioned, 
were ¢qually ill wfed in every prifon, 


That 
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That the Nawaub had circurncifed 
Lieutenants Rutlidge, Speediman, and 
Clarke of the Madras eftablifhment, with 
200 Unglith-foldicrs and failors, a- 

~gfainfl their inclination, and had by force, 
detained them all in his fervice; and 
had likewife forcibly detained five mid= 
fhipmen of his Majefly’s navy 5 every 
man, white or black, who was known 
to bean artificer ; mofl of thedrummers 
and fifers, and feveral women and chil« 
dren. 


That the Nawaub, aQuated by a moft 
erucl, inhuman difpofition, had poifon- 
en the following Tnglifh otlicers, viz. 
Brigadier General Mathews, at Saringa. 
patam : Major Rumley, Captain Frater, 
and Luieutenuxt Samplon, of thd Madras 
eRablifhment, ats Mylore; Majur Few.

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Hewtrill; Captains Hames, endian, 
Jackfon, Mc.Culloch, Richardfon, Got- 
lich, and Clift; Licutenants Barnewell, 
‘Young and Olivicr ; Mefits, Stewart and 
Chick, all of the Bombay eflablifhmenwy 
at Coppuldroog : Captain Campbell of 
the 98th regiment, with Captains Al- 
fton and Fith, and Enfign Gilford of 
the 1ooth regiment, alfo poifoned at 
Coppuldroog.

That this horrid murderer had like» 
wife affuffinated Lieutenant Mathews of 
the Bengal cflablifhment, (brother to 
General Mathews) and Lieutenant, 
Wheldon of the Hombay eflablifhment, 
at Bednore ; and had moreover, fent di- 
rections ta murder all the Muglifh of 
ficers whom he had taken; but hearing 
that the Commiflionces for negaciating 
. the 
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the treaty of peace, had fet out from 
Madras, he countermanded thofe bloody 
orders. 


That font days before the officers 
were rcleafed from Bednore, all the 
Commandants, Soobahdaurs, and Jem- 
mahdams, of the Bombay eftabli(h- 
ment, whom the Nawaub had taken 
prifoners, were, by his orders, remo~ 
ved from thence, and have never fince 
been heaid of ; therefore, as hé repeat~ 
edly threatened to put them to death 
for refufing to enter into his fervice, it 
is rcafonable to fuppofe he has murdered 
thofe fine fellows, even after the peace 
was concluded.” 


tn 
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in confirmation of this news, feveral 
of the oflicers, while in prifon, reecived 
letters from the three Lieutenants and 
feveral other of thofe unfortunate men, 
who had been circumcifed, making them, 
acquainted with the Nawaub’s villanous — 
condué& ; and the officers who were 
prifoners at Saringapatam, daily faw 
thofe poor fellows come on the Parade 
in Moor-mefis drefles, and drilled by 
the enemy.

The men who attended the dreadful 
ceremony of poifoning General Mathews 
and the other officers, gave very parti~ 
cular accounts of that hortid tranfie.* 
tion, 


The two officers murdered at Bed» 
horey were taken ont at that fort, at cen 
’ o’clock 
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e’clock at night, carried into the Jun» 
gul, and there cut to pieces, of which 
the other ofticers confined at Bednore, 
recived the moft certain accounts the 
next morning, when the cloaths of thofe 
unfortunate vidlims were brought te 
them for fale. 


This conduét of the Nawaub’s mutt 
naturally imprefs every Britith fubjec 
with a thocking idea of the man’s fa- 
vage cruelty, and excite in their breafls 
fuch a {pirit of revenge, as, itis to be 
hoped, will not be eradicated till amply 
fatisfied. 


On the feventeenth, Lieutenant Dal- 
las difmounted his cavalry, and fupply+ 
ed ag many oflicers as he could with, 
horfes, we Degapaur march from Of 
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cottah, efcoited by a fimall guasd of tha 
Nawaub’s, towards Vellore, at which 
place we arrived on the twenty-fifth of 

. April, 1784, where Mr, Dallas “peye 
Beem Row a teceipt for all the prifon- 
ets whom the Nawaub had delivered 

oUpy and we were once moic at liberty 
to enjoy that freedom, which is the ine 
herent privileye of every Briton, 


Were might be added an account of 
the ill treatment of the prifoners by the 
government of Madras, fince their arri- 
val in the Company’s turitories 5 but, 
this Narrative being only intended asa 
relation of our ufige whide in the hands 
of that, invetuiate foe, Tippo Sultaun 
Nawdub Bahander, we fhall, for the 
‘prefent, be filent.oa that fubjecl, relerv~ 


ing 
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Ing it to be brought on the carpet in a 
more proper place. 


“The government of Bombay, it is to 
be hoped, on our return to that fettles 
ment, will confider our loffes and fuf- 
ferings, and convince the world that. 
humanity has not totally farfaken the 
Eaft: they will alfo, no doubt, pay the 
mofl particulur attention to the merits 
of their fepoys, by prefenting each of 
them with fome diilinguifhing mark of 
imilitary honour, for having thewn fuch 
inflances of courage, refolution, and fix 
delity, in their gallant behaviour during 
the campaign under the command of 
Buigadier General Mathews, and, during 
their impiifonment, when labouring 
under the miofimesuel haidfhips, which 
will perpetuate theit fame, and ferve as 
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an example and encouragement to the 
reft of their troops, to behave in the 
like commendable manner, fhould they 
ever be fo unfortunate as to he caught'in 
a {nare of the fame kind. 


What has been advanced in favour 
of the fepoys, iscby no means with an 
intention to depreciate the charaéter of 
the European trqops, whofe fervicca 
have been full as confpicuous; but, fuch 
behaviour is expected from the natives 
of Britannia and Hibernia, from their 
well-known national character and ef 
tablifhed reputation.

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THE barbarities committed by 
Tippo Saib on General Mathews 
and bis captive arufy,y feem now 
to have been merely in retalia- 
tion for various enormities com~ 

“mitted by the troops of the Com- 
pany, asappears from the fol- 
lowing relation gy Linvrunantr 
Sunun, of the fir/t battalion of 
Sepoys, (who was upon the Jame 
expedition) in a letter to bis, 
father in London, dated from 
Madras, the fecond of May, 
17842 °

« A’ PUTER the capture of Onore, when 

A Thad the honour of catrying the * 
Britifh colours in the bréach on ftorming 
it, we received a reinforcement of -three 
‘Bombay battalions, and three regiments 
of King’s troops, and marched for the 
Bednore country, about fifty miles di- 
flaunt. In our march ;we had feveral 
fkirmithes with Eyder’s polygars, in one 
of which, at a breaft-work, we put 
three hundred of them’ to thg bayo~

However, the general’s want of ine 


formation was the caule of our fuccels ; 
for. in the evening, part of the eleventh 
battalion, which I belong to, the light 
company of the Bombay Iuropeans, 


and part of the fifteenth battalion of 


fepoys, began the mechs” and took the 
firfl 
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fick bartier with | very little oppofi- 
tion, 

When wecGamie to the fecond; we 
were alarmed at the prodigious: num- 
ber ‘and firing polition .of the enenty ; 
but finding it no lefs dangerous to re- 
" treat than to advance, we chtrged home 
in all quarters, when the’ motley crew 
gave way und fled, leaving about five 
hundred killed and wounded. Our 
{mall body, fluthed with fticce(s; im’ - 
mediately proceeded with the bayonet, 
abd never topped till they gained the 
fummit of the Ghaut, under a heavy 
caqnonading all the way:

An exprefs was immediately fent to 
the Rajah, who difpatched a Captain 
Kelly, an officer Who had been captured. 
and confined in a dungeon above ning 
months, with a meflage to General 
Mathews, acquainting him, that if he 
would promife not to moleft the inha« 
bitants, the fort and the whole ROUaET 
thould be furrendered him. 


“We accordingly marched to the capital 
of the Biddenore, where the General 
was put in pofteftion of the fort and 
town. 


"The 
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The Rajah took care to cure his 
#wn private property, but put the Ge- 
neral in poffefion of thirty lacksof pa- 
godas, with;& great quantity of diaw 
monds and" other precious fines, part 
ef. which I faw, and which he after 
wards fecreted and fent by his brother 
to Bombay, 


Unfortunately hawever for the Genen 
tal, his brother foon after fell into the 


hands of the Nabob, who beheaded 
him, The army is yet “uninformed 


whether the treafure artived at Bombay ; 
This by calculation isa lofs of twenty~ 


five thoufand rupees to each fobaltern 
officer, 


The Rajah “after this offered to join 
us with forhg jafantry and horfe, which 
the General declined, He had indeed 

La : to 
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too great a contempt of his enemy, 
which was in a great meafure the caufe 
of all his misfortunes. , [¥e never. left 
above cighty or one haved men in 
any of, the forts, and when Tippoo ar- 
tived he had not above one thonfand 
‘effectives,

The fecond day after our arrival, the 
Rajaly informed Gtneral Mathews of a 
Fort called Annampore, that was under 
his command, and gave him an order 
to the Killidar or Governor to furrender 
it to him on his arrival. This Foft 
was about thirty miles diftant. The 
‘ Gencral accordingly difpatched Captain 
MCulloth, with the fifteenth batta~ 
Nich of fepoys under “his command, 
to march and take pefeition of tha 
place. 


The 
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_ he Captain fent in a flag of truce 
with the Rajah’s orders, which they 
detained, having given feveral evafive 
anfwers. Cr ptain M*Culloch having 
informed the General of this conduét, 
Major Campbell was detached with the 
rooth and road regiments, and the ad 
grenadier battalion of fepbys with four 
battering guns againtt it, 


When a practicable breach was ef- 
fected, orders were iffued for 4 ftorm, 
and no quarter, which was immediate- 
4y put in execution, and every man put 
to the (word, except one horfeman, who 
made his efcape, alter being wounded 
in three different places. A nfoft dread~ 
ful fight ther? prefinted itfelf: above 
four hunded beautiful women cither 
filled or wounded with the bayonet, 

+ expiring 
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expiring in one anothers arms, while 
the private foldiers were committing 
every kind of outrage, and plundering 
them of their jewels, tie oftigers not 
being gble to reflrain them, 


* The troops, however, were after~ 
wards feverely réprimanded for it, I 
had almof} forgot to mention, that ome 
of thé women, rathér than be copu frony 
their relations, threw th uifelves into 
Jarge tanks, where they were drowned. 


After remaining a few days at Ar~ 
nampore, the fifth and cighth battalions 
of {epoys were ordered to march to Man~ 
galore, « fort on the Malabar coafl, 
ninety-two miles diflant. Qn their Ap- 
proach to this tof, the enemy made 
fome oppofition, and*‘prung feveral 

imines’ 
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mines, hy one of which we loft cighty 
‘men; but fuch was the fuperiority of 
our troops, and the contempt in which 
they held thofe of Tippoo, that they 
rufhed on, 4regardlefs of danger, and 
took, by a coup de mai, cight guns, on 
which the Killidar and his rabble fled 
into the fort, and left us in peaceable 
pofteftion of the town, though every 
ftreet of it was mingd and fockaded. 


The fort was then fummoned to fur- 
render; and on the arrival of General 
Mathews, with the main army, the 
Killidar fhewing an intention to ftand a 
fiege, batteries were erected, and in 
thirty-fix hours a breach was made, 
when the Governor offered to furrepder 
on terms, that all private property 
fhould be fegured, and all public deli- 
. vered up to the captors,

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‘his was accordingly done, with 
three large thips on the flocks, feveral 
floops, and a great number of armed

This fort was one of the ftrongeft 
im the Nabob’s dominions, and the in+ 
habitants fo numerous, that he drew a 
greater revenue from it than from any 
other town on the Malabar coafl, 


A fhort time after, our colours were 
difplayed upon the ramparts of this fort, 
it is inconceiveable what numbers of, 
the natives flocked in to pay homage to 
the General. It fecms to be the gene~ 
ral principle of this people to adhere to 
the firotigeft fide, without any refpet 
to country or religion’ 


The 
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The intention of General Mathews’s 
“expedition was merely to draw Tippoo 
out of the Carnatic, which was effeéted 
foon after he heard of out rapid con- 
quefls After taking Mangalore, the 
General thought the campaign ‘was at 
an end, and that all his bufinefs was 
completed: indeed fosconfigent was he 
that the Nabob would not leave the 
Carnatic, as to fend the greateft part of 
his troops into their cantonments againft 
the rainy fevfon. A thort time, bow- 
ever, convinced him of his error; for 
Tippoo, making forced marches, foon 
appeared before Bednore with two 
hundred thoufand men, and took the 
town immediately on his arsival. A, 
French battalion feryed as his advanced 
goard. 


M ; The 
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The garrifon with which General 
Mathews occupied the fort, after the 
town was taken, did not confift of more 
than twelve hundred men; five hundred 
having been killed on 'Tippoo’s firft at~ 
tack, and fuch great numbers “drafted 
and difperfed in different quarters. The 
plains, to tke utmoft diflance, we could 
fee from the fort, were covered with 
the enemies horfe and foot ; yet nothing 
was done till his battering cannon ar~ 
rived, when the Nabob quickly opened 
thirteen batteries, which began playing 
upon us in every quarter. This cannon 
ading continued for twenty days, during 
which great numbers of our people were 
killed and wounded.

The General was-at length. obliged ta 
fend out a flag of truce,.and afterwards 
: terms 
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cerms of capitulation. The Nabob ac- 

‘ceded to thefe terms, which were, to 
ia in the forts all the property we 
had taken, ad to agree not to fight 
againf, him for a fipulated time; in 
confequnce of which he promifed ta 
Jet ua return unmolefed to our own Bate 
pifon : but we were firft to march out” 
and pile our arms in the fiont of his 
‘army, 


‘ ‘ 

Pele conditions were thought fo 
ignominious, that we rejected then, 
and prepared ourfélyés for frefh hoftj- 
likes, 


The next morning, at.day-break, we 
accordingly made a fally in two dtvifions, 
and flormed theis grand battery, Where 
we killed a few of the Prench, and about 

1Ma2 one 
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one hundred irregulars, ‘This was ac» 
complifhed almoflin an infant ; but the 
main body of the encmies fyoops, having 
taken the alarm, began ‘to farround 
us, which occafioned us to retreay with 
precipitation into the fort, in eyecuting 
which I received a flight wound, 


On our feturn, a council of war was 
held, when it was the unanimous opi~ 
nion of all the officers prefent, that we 
fhould accept the proffered terms, our 
fick and wounded amounting to five 
hundred and thirty, and lying expofed 
to the fun, a putrid fever at the fame 
time raging in the fort. 


Accordingly, on the memorable 28th 
of April, the general ordered all the 
officers to draw of the Paymafter-geneial 
as much money as they wanted. 

: : Having 
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Having fome reliance on the honour 
bf the Naboh, both officers and men 
drew as much as they judged they fhould 
have scons fome officers taking 
two thoufi and, others one thoufand pago- 
das ; for my own part, J luckily’ took 
only one hundred, the whole being on 
account of out pay. 


This was all taken from the fircar pros 
perty, which by treaty was to belong to 
the captors, But the General, being 
apprehenfive of fo much money being 
difgovercd in the poficfion of one man, 
ordered it to be diftiibuted among the 
troops. :

In the afternoon of the twenty-eighth, 

we marched autand ‘piled our arms, fe~ 
: gular 
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regular battalions being drawn up all 
around us, chiefly our own Madgag Ses 
poys, with the Ss pany’ 4 arms, who 
had deferted to 1 Tippoortom the Cars 
natic. 


We were conducted about a mile from 
the fort, and told we were to halt till 
the morning, and then to matgh to one 
of our own fettlements. Here we en« 
camped, and on the next morning, about 
five o'clock, the Nabob fent for the Ge~ 
neral. They met half way between the 
two camps, and at the fame time the 
Nabob font Sutlers, with all manner of 
liquors and provifions, of which the of- 
ficers and foldiers made liberal purchates, 
having” tafted none of thefe delicacies 
within the fort, This, together with 
the circumftance of the fort not having 

a fingle 
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\\a fingle rupeo in it, induced the Nabob 
to. fufped that we had made a divifion 
of the booty; which he determined 
to make a ple} for an infraction of the 
treaty.” 


Finding the next morning that we 
were not to march, and,that our Gene- 
ral was not returned, we began to be 
wneafy about our fituation; and.the 
more fo, when on the thirtieth, our 
Field and Staff-officers, with all the Capa 
tains, the Paymafter and Commifiary, 
were fent for and detained, The Nas 
hob, however, to pacify us, difpatched 
two Brachmans to us, with affurance 
that they fhould all return the next day, 
That being the firlt of May, out eyes 
wore fully opened ag te the intention of 
the Nabob, when we were taken before 

the 
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the Buckthy or Paymafler, and ordered 
to be fearched before him 5 we were theft 
tripped of our moneyygwhich, among 
the officers alone, amot{nted to forty 
thoufand pagodas, befides our watches 
horfes, camels, &c. They after. 

. wards confined us in a large yard, and 
fed us upgn a aennyworth of rice per 
diem, Having remained in this confine« 
ment for a fewe days, they tore our 
cloaths off im the maft indecent manner, 
coupled ws if irons two and two toge- 
ther, and marched us, in that manner, 
expofed to the damps at night, and the 
heat of the fun by day, affli@ed no Iefs 
with hunger than thirft, till they con 
ducted ys after fixteen days march toa 
fort cilled Chittaldrong.

This fort was fituated on a barren 
mountain, where we had heavy irons 
put 
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pitt upon our legs, ten times more heavy’ 

than thofe of the convicts, and our hand 
irons takepof. Thirty of us, with 
two black pirls, and feven fervants, were 
confined in a room about thirty feet 
fquare, with a yard of about ten feet, 
upon two pice asday, and a feer of rica; 
out of which two pice we had to pay 
daily: one for wood to drefs our provifi- 
ons. In this wretched fituation we con- 
tinued till the twenty-third of March, 
17845 with the lofs of {even officers, 
who ablolutely died for want of nourith« 
ment and in irons, When an officer 
was declared dead, they ufed, without 
the leaft ceremony, tq drag him out by 
the heels, and throw him over the walls 
of the prifon, where we have offen heard 
the tygets at night devouring them. Du- 

ring the whole time of our confinement” 

N I nevi 
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I never onde faw the outfide of the door, 
However, at length, our troubles began 
to difappear, for our irons were knock» 
ed off on the twenty-fixth, ard we join« 
ed at the bottom of the mountain the 


refi of the Bidenore prifoners, and pros 
ceeded on our march to the Carnatic, 


ps 

As foon as we joined our brother 
foldiers,, we were informed that the Na- 
bob had at one time given orders for all 
the European prifoners to be put to 
death. 


Immediately after he had taken us at 
Bednore, it feems he repaired to Man» 
galore, where Captain Nugent had juft 
arrived with his battalion (and there 
gained immortal honour), who joined 
the gartifon, which coafifted of onc gre~ 

: nadier 
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nadier battalion, the eighth hatalion af 
fepoys, and the forty-fecond regiment, 
befides about one hundred men from 
different uprps, who had been left fick, 


With this finall force did they hold 
out fix months; and for the laft month, 
I can affure you asa faét, they were 
fighting in the ditch fot frogs to eat, 
having no other fabfiftence Jeft them. 


The ramparts were reduced to a le- 
vel with the ground; and in this criti- 
, cal fituation were they, when the news 
arrived of a peace between the French 
and Englith, when the former declared 
that they could carry arms po longer a- 
gaintt the latjer. ‘Tippoo entleavoured 
to prevail on them, both by promifes 
and threats, to continue with him, and 
N2 had 
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had adtually at one time firrounded 
them with his cannon; but they boldly 
perfitted in their refufal, and the Na- 
bob being unable to carry gf the fiege 
without them, was obliged to accede 
to the peace, T'wo days before this he 
had fent an order for all the prifoners 
to be put to death, The Brachmas, 
whom he difpatched with this injunc- 
tion, firft topped ata fort called Dor- 
war, and delivered their meflage to the 
Killidar, who, fhocked at fach barbari- 
ty, told them, he imagined there mut 
be fome miftake, and that he would wait 
till he could get the order confirmed by” 
the Nabob, The Brachmans told hin 
their orders aweie peremptory, and miulk 
be obeyed, "The Kullidar finding them 
fo obftinate, directed the execution to 
begin, but to proceed but flowly. ‘Lhey 
acecordingly 
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abcordingly commenced their barbarous 
work with the General’s brother, and 
Mr. Wildon, The Killidar then wrote 
to the Nabob, and was defired to flop 
till further orders; and the next day 
accounts atrived of a general pacifica~ 
tion.”
